As Narcotics 
Law Violator 


T-Men Nab Wexler 
In New York City 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2 (/P>—U. S. 
Treasury agents tonight arrested 
Irving Wexler, 62, alias Waxey Gor­ 
don, notorious bootleg era racketeer, 
as a narcotics law violator. 
The former Broadway bootlegger 
had 17 % ounces of heroin in his 
possession when picked up with two 
other persons at 68th Street and 
York Avenue, on M anhattan’s East 
Side, 
Treasury 
agents 
notified 
police. 
All three men were taken to the 
East 
67 th 
Street 
police 
station 
where they were held pending ar­ 
rival of New York Police Commis- 
•ioner George P. Monaghan. 
One of the men arrested with 
Wexler was identified as Sammy 
Kass, described by Treasury agents 
as “another notorious character.” 
The other was said to be Ben­ 
jam in Katz, not further identified. 
The arrest was made by James 
Ryan, head of the Treasury’s nar­ 
cotics division in New York City 
and his men at 8:15 p. m. (EST). 
In Washington the Treasury said 
four automobiles also were seized. 
Wexler has a police record dating 
back to 1905. 
A graduate of a number of pri­ 
sons— Leavenworth, Sing Sing, Hol- 
mesburg (Pa.), Elmira (N. Y.) Re­ 
formatory, Lewisburg (Pa.) and the 
Tombs in New York, Wexler was 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey’s first big 
victim when Dewey was a young 
gang-buster. 
Dewey’s public career got a tre­ 
mendous boost when he won a con­ 
viction of Wexler for income tax 
evasion in 1933. Wexler got a 10- 
year sentence and was released in 
1940 after serving seven years. 
'Hie mobster, who 
once 
drove 
around New York in an armored 
car with bodyguards, took a subway 
train as he left New York’s federal 
courthouse at that time. 
He popped up in San Francisco a 
year after his release from Leaven­ 
worth and was booked on a vag­ 
rancy charge with two associates. 
A police judge advised him, “the 
climate here is not good for men 
like you,’* and Wexler came back 
to New York. 
In New York, Wexler was booked 
on a vagrancy charge again and 
advised that New York police would 
arrest him on sight. But Wexler, 
a native New Yorker, won a court 
fight to stay in the city so long as 
he behaved himself.

He pleaded guilty to the indict­ 
ment, with two co-defendants. In 
January, 1943, Wexler was sentenced ^ ay 
to a year’s imprisonment. 
In November, 1947, he and two 
others were arrested for the al­ 
leged sale of $40,000 worth of stolen 
wrist watches. But he won a dis­ 
missal of the charge in New York’s 
felony court.

Post New Bail 
Or Go To Jail, 
39 Aliens Told 


“Red” Congress 
Bonds Outlawed 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2 (JP) — The 
government today outlawed Civil 
Rights Congress bail for 39 aliens 
fighting deportation. They were told 
to produce new bonds or go to jail. 
It was another sweeping blow at 
the congress — termed subversive 
by the government — which bank­ 
rolls Communists when they get in 
a legal jam. 
Earlier this month, congress bail 
was outlawed in federal courts in 
New York City. 
The congress posted a total of 
$110,000 in bond for the 39 aliens, 
all of whom face deportation pro­ 
ceedings because of alleged subver­ 
sive or Communist connections. 
Some Aliens Make Deadline 
The government moved briskly to 
rearrest the aliens, ordering them 
to turn themselves in by 2 pm . 
(EST) — less than an hour after 
the decision was made public in 
Washington. 
Some of the aliens made the dead­ 
line. A few were given a little more 
time 
for 
various 
reasons. 
Some 
could not be located in time to make 
the deadline and straggled in later. 
They were directed to surrender 
in New York, Boston, Philadelphia 
and Detroit. 
In a statem ent in Washington, 
Attorney General McGrath made it 
clear the Justice Department no 
longer regards as acceptable bonds 
offered by the Civil Right Congress. 
Congress Labelled Subversive 
The congress has been labelled 
Communist and subversive by the 
Attorney General’s office. 
Bonds totaling $260,000 were post­ 
ed by the congress for the 11 top 
leaders of the U. S. Communist 
Party. They were convicted of con­ 
spiring to teach and advocate violent 
revolution. 
Seven of them now are serving 
prison terms. But four never showed 
up, jumping $80,000 in congress bail.

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Polio War-1951 
Hunt Pressed For Vaccine Or New 
Drug To Check Annual Epidemic 


By HOWARD W. BLARES LEE 


N E W Y O R K — (/P) — A penicillin 
for polio is one of this year's re­ 
search hopes in the annual epidemic 
now threatening. 


The new one won’t be named 
penicillin, .if discovered, but it will 
come from the same source, the 
good earth, and it will act on the 
same principles. 
Like penicillin, it 
will be an antibiotic. 
This search centers at the New 
York Botanical Gardens with fin­ 
ancial support of the National Foun­ 
dation 
for 
Infantile 
Paralysis. 
Antibiotics are substances made by 
perms, molds and other invisibly 
small organisms that inhabit 
the 
soil. These creatures produce chem­ 


icals for their own private use, to 
get their food or defend their lives. 


Theoretically, these microorgan­ 
isms produce just about every chem­ 
ical possible. It is virtually certain 
that somewhere there is a micro­ 
family producing one that can kill 
the virus which causes polio. It may 
take a very long time, however, to 
find one that is also non-poisonous 
for human beings. 


The botanical gardens are making 
the tedious search in thousands of 
samples of soil, gathered from all 
over the earth and flown to New 
York. 


The foundation is investing four 
million dollars in research this year. 
One project is a synthetic chemical 
to kill 
polio virus. 
This will be 
something you can take in a spoon 
or pill. 
It will kill polio virus in 
your stomach. This aim is based on 
the medical belief that people get 
polio via food, drink or contamina­ 
tion entering their mouths. 
A third chemical is sought to bol­ 


ster the human serum that comes 
from the blood of polio patients. 
This serum has slight retarding ef­ 
fects on Polio. The chemical it is 
hoped, will add to the potency of 
the serum. 
Anothei 
research is on gamma 
globulins, the fraction of your blood 
containing the antibodies by which 
your body fights all sorts of infec­ 
tions, including polio. This globulin 
comes- from Red Cross blood dona- 
| tions. It is the same globulin that 
1 made the famous wartime measles 
remedy. Someone may find the key 
to making globulin work on polio. 
The hope for a polio vaccine is 
still vague. By the end of this year 
the national foundation expects the 
first step will have been completed 
in the vaccine program This is the

viruses. 
Three 
are 
known. 
There may be others. Each one can 
cause the disease, but polio caused 
by one of them does not protect you 
from getting polio from a different 
virus. 
A vaccine will have to be 
made from all the polio viruses. 
A vaccine already has been made 
, for each of the three known polio 
viruses. Each one protects monkeys, 
but it may take years to find out 
whether vaccines will work for hu­ 
mans. Monkeys can be vaccinated 
and then given a dose of polio that 
will kill them if the vaccine fails. 
No one will take such a chance on 
human beings. In human outbreaks, 
the cases are too scattered for either 
speedy or accurate vaccine tests.

better 
ways 
of 
inactivating 
the 
viruses whose bodies must be used 
to make a vaccine. Inactivate means 
either to kill or to render harmless.1 
The trouble is that inactivators de­ 
stroy some of the immunity sought 
in the vaccine. 
The old ways of 
inactivating are formaldehyde and 
ultra-violet light. One new way is 
nitrogen mustard, the poison gas 
made for the last war.

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Offshore Lands And Education 


The big fight to tie federal aid to education to 
federal title to offshore lands will come in the Senate, 
according to Rep. Mansfield (D., M ont.). 
M ansfield 
had attem pted by am endm ent in the House on July 
30 to have moneys paid for mineral leases on the con­ 
tinental shelf turned over to the Treasury for “urgent 
developm ents” essential to national defense In the 
present period of emergency and thereafter for aid to 
education. 
The Mansfield proposal was thrown out on a point 
of order. 
The House then went on to pass a bill 
which would give to the states undisputed title to sub­ 
merged lands lying between low-water mark and a 
line three miles off shore. The federal governm ent 
would keep control of land on the continental shelf 
beyond the three-m ile limit, but any individual state 
would get 3712 per cent of moneys received for leases 
on such land lying off its seaward boundary. 
The House vote was 265 to 109, more than the 
tw o-thirds majority needed to override a presidential 
veto. 
President Truman in 1946 vetoed a measure 
to give the states control over off-shore lands. The 
House sustained the veto, failing to override by 17 
votes. 
Proceeds from the lease of offshore lands 
Under the Mansfield proposal eventually woulJ. have 
gone to the states as “grants-in-aid” to primary, 
secondary, and higher education. 
In the Senate 
Senator Hill <D.. Ala.) has offered a similar am end­ 
m ent to the offshore lands bill. 
The language of the Mansfield amendment may 
have been intentionally vague. 
Thus would have 
been avoided the controversy over money for parochial 
schools which twice has bogged down Senate-passed 
aid to education bills in the House. 
The Senate voted for federal aid, 59 to 22, in 
1948, and 58 to 15, in 1949, 
Its measures were blocked 
In the House Committee on Education and Labor as 
the result of irreconcilable differences over aid to 
parochial schools. 
Rep. Barden (D., N. C.), a bitter 
foe of aid to any except public schools, is chairman 
# f that committee. 
* 
Barden in 1949 offered a substitute for the Senate 
Jid-to-education bill which would have specifically 
forbidden use of federal funds to provide transporta- 
Jion or health services for either public or parochial 
schools. 
C ardinal Spellman characterized the sub­ 
stitute as discriminatory against parochial schools 
gnd said Its adVocates were “conducting a craven 
crusade of religious prejudice.” 
Chiefly to benefit under the offshore lands bill 
as passed by the House would be Texas, California, 
and Louisiana, where submerged oil deposits are known 
to exLst. 
Texas is particularly favored, for the bill 
would extend to that state rights to land lO1^ m iles 
(three leagues) offshore. 
The special provision for 
Texas recognizes the language of the treaty by which 
Texas was admitted to the Union. 
The Supreme Court on June 5, 1950, ruled that 
the federal government had “paramount Tights to 
and full dominion and power over” lands under m ar­ 
ginal seas. 
The Court did not. however, determine 
whether actual title to those lands rests with the 
states or the federal government. 
Rep. Celler (D., 
N. Y.), an opponent of the pending bill, has declared 
that, “The President has no choice but to veto it.” 


Probably Inevitable 
Human nature being w hat it is, racketeering could 
have been expected to develop in the veterans educa­ 
tion program. 
It did. 
According to the report of 
the Government Accounting Office, federal overpay­ 
m ents of at least $20,000,000 were made during the 
past five years to schools and colleges participating 
In the program. 
While the GAO is charitable enough to say that 
some of the excess paym ents were the result of 
accounting errors, it cites enough sharp practices to 
Indicate that there was a widespread effort by in ­ 
dividuals and institutions to feather nests at the gov­ 
ernm ent’s expense. 
Some colleges, on joining the 
program, raised tuition fees as'm uch as 300 per cent. 
Others were guilty of gross overcharges for books and 
equipment. 
Still others made the governm ent pay 
for such item s as "entertainm ent and banquets” and 
“flowers for funerals.” 
Perhaps the worst feature of the program was 
the overnight creation of schools which had no other 
purpose than to “cash in” on a market th at was 
swollen by the demand of some 7,000,000 veterans for 
education of one sort or another. 
Many of these 
schools were started by men without educational 
background. 
They lacked ordinary facilities and equipment. 
They taught courses which plainly were of no prac­ 
tical value to anybody. 
In innumerable cases It was 
clear that both schools and students were around just 
for a free ride. 
It Is unfortunate that an enterprise which was 
designed to help veterans get a start in life—and 
which of course did help millions of them —should 
have been tainted with so much scandal. 
But that 
was probably envitable. 


A Patron Of The Arts 


The world of art last one of its leading patrons 
and one of its storm iest figures in the automobile 
accident which killed 78-year-old Dr. Albert Coombs 
Barnes. 
He was irascible and unpredictable. 
He was 
acid and arrogant with those with whom he disagreed. 
He barred all but a selected few from the m agnificent 
collections of art house in the private museum on his 
estate at Merion. Pa. 
But as a connoisseur of paintings he had few peers. 
He was a generous patron of modern artists, and he 
has left behind him one of the world’s finest collec­ 
tions of modern masterpieces. 
His first claim to fam e was as the discoverer of 
an antiseptic, arevrol. 
If this was a long wav from 
the field of art. his discovery furnished him with the 
millions with which he indulged his taste for paintings. 
He spent perhaps $5,000,000 in am assing a col­ 
lection which includes the staggering total of 200 
Renoirs. 100 Cezannes, 75 Matisses, 35 Picassos, and 
Jiundreds of other treasures of all periods beginning 
•with the Sixth Century before Christ. 
It is a tribute 
3o his discernment that this collection is valued at 
;|omeW'here between $20,000 000 and $50,000,000. 
** 
Many people found it difficult toainderstand why 
i>r. Barnes refused to let anyone see his fabulous 
collection except a few intim ate friends just as they 
io u n d it difficult 
to understand his innumerable 
Jeuds. 
But, whatever the reason, the public is the 
gainer now. 
The works of art which Dr. Barnes 
devoted much of his life ad fortune to am assing are 
now to be opened to public view. 
Future generations will owe Dr. Barnes a debt 
jot gratitude.

DDT And Other 
Insecticides 


DDT still is one of our most pop­ 
ular insecticides. 
The 
housewife 
finds it just as effective for her 
purpose as does the farmer and 
fruit grower. 
The public health 
aspects of DDT are well known. 
The compound has contributed to­ 
ward the downfall of malaria laden 
mosquitoes in a large part of the 
world. A recent report from Mexico 
stated 
that 
annual 
spraying 
of 
houses with the product during the 
past four or five years has reduced 
Ihe incidence of malaria by 75 to 
95 per cent in certain communities. 
Mixtures of DDT and other sub­ 
stances are proving excellent rem ­ 
edies in other ways. When the in­ 
secticide is combined with benzyl 
benzoate, it makes a good scabies 
treatment. 
DDT larvicides, dusts, 
and sprays also have been used 
against disease carrying ticks, fleas, 
and lice. The same can be said of 
the filth and nuisance insects such 
as flies, roaches, bedbugs, and bee­ 
tles. DDT controls many plant pests 
Including the species that attack 
vegetables, fruit, shade, and forest 
trees as well as field and grain 
crops. Most food growers are ac­ 
quainted with the dangers associat­ 
ed with its use along this line; but 
the consumer never should 
take 
chances. Fresh fruit and vegetables 
must be washed thoroughly before 
they are eaten. 


DDT is insoluble in water but 
mixes moderately well in mineral 
and vegetable oils and is readily 
soluble in organic solvents such as 
kerosene. It comes in many forms 
and 
the concentrations employed 
vary from 1 to 75 per cent. Some 
manufacturers sell DDT in oil solu­ 
tions or petroleum; others prepare 
emulsion concentrates that are di­ 
luted with water before using. Pow- 
ders are available so th at DDT can 
be applied as a dust or added to a 
wetting agent mixed with water and 
utilized later as a spray. 
Aerosol 
bombs also are popular; these are 
oil solutions that are dispersed as 
mist or smoke. DDT also has been 
incorporated into paints, polishes, 
and waxes. 


During World W ar II the Ger­ 
mans developed another type of 
insecticide while they were search­ 
ing for nerve gasses to be used in 
chemical warfare. 
These organic 
phosphate compounds include para- 
thion, TEPP, and HEPT, which are 
used chiefly in controlling aphids, 
mites, and other fruit and vegetable 
pests rather than in combating in­ 
sects that attack man and animals. 
They are so potent they must be 
employed only by experts; otherwise 
fatalities will occur. Up to a year 
ago, more than 198 deaths had been 
reported, all traceable to improper 
use. 
Absorption 
takes place through 
the skin, eyes, and the gastrointes­ 
tinal tract. Of the three, parathion 
is the most dangerous. Symptoms 
of poisoning include giddiness, head­ 
ache, nausea, vomiting, excess sali­ 
vation, tearing of the eyes, confu­ 
sion, and weakness. In severe cases 
convulsions, marked constriction of 
the bronchi, and heart failure may 
occur. Users of these products m ust 
take every precaution by wearing 
protective clothing and a face mask 
while spraying, followed by thorough 
washing of the hands and face after 
finishing the job. Now that we are 
aware of the hazards of the pro­ 
ducts, the incidence of fatalities will 
decrease.

President Truman wants to run for 
another term, the Democratic party

Ohio, where Mr. Truman squeezed 
through with only 7.107. while the 
Democratic governor won by 221,000 
and the Democratic congressional 
candidates had an average of 132.- 
000 more votes than the Republican 
candidates. 
In 30 states with 388 electoral 
votes, Mr. Truman lagged behind 
the congressional candidates of his 
party.

Which Is Stronger 
The issue is really whether Mr, 
Trum an is stronger today than he 
was in 1948 or whether the Demo­ 
cratic party will be so much strong­ 
er in 1952, that if the President is 
renominated, he can count on his 
party to pull him through. 
The public opinion polls show that 
the President is not as popular as 
he was in 1948 but, if his party is 
much stronger, presumably he could 
be elected. This, however, is offset 
by the fact that many people, in 
their desire to vote against the top 
of the ticket, will vote the straight 
ticket of the opposing party and 
this is something that worries the 
candidates who will be running on 
the congressional or state tickets.

Frederick 
Vanderbilt Field 
has

Don Quixote, duelling the windmills 
of the law. in grim, determined 
hopelessness.

WASHINGTON 
Chinese Communist dictator Mao 
Tse-tung has clearly warned his 
opposite number in the Kremlin th at 
he considers all of Asia an ex­ 
clusive province for the expansion of 
Chinese power. This Is the only rea­ 
sonable interpretation of the real 
meaning of seven articles, written 
by high Chinese Communist offic­ 
ials and published within the last 
month in China. 
These .seven articles make up 45 
closely-typed pages of turgid Com­ 
munist prose. The best way to ex­ 
tract their inner meaning is to ask 
the reader to perform a difficult 
act of the imagination. 
Imagine, then, that Klement Got- 
t.wald, Communist President of sat­ 
ellite Czechoslovakia, suddenly an­ 
nounces “The Gottw’ald theory of 
revolution,” hailing his “theory” as 
the greatest contribution to M arx­ 
ist doctrine since Lenin's death. 
Assume further that “the Gottwald 
theory of revolution” must guide 
all future revolutionary activity in 
Western Europe, according to G ott­ 
wald, 
because 
the economic and 
social structure of Czechoslovakia is 
much more like Western Europe’s 
than is Russia's. 
This is sheer fantasy, of course. 
“The Gottwald theory of revolution” 
W'ould never see the light of day, 
nor, for very long, would Gottwald. 
Yet this is precisely, and without 
the 
slightest 
exaggeration, 
what 
Mao 
Tse-tung 
has 
now 
done, 
through the medium of the seven 
articles by his chief subordinates. 
Although Stalin’s name is not even 
mentioned in four of these articles, 
in the three others there are formal 
bows in his direction. But on the 
essential points, Mao makes himself 
entirely clear. 


Classic Type Revolutions 


“Mao Tse-tung’s theory of the 
Chinese 
revolution,” 
an 
“enrich­ 
ment of Marxism-Leninism,” must 
be the basis for solving the “prob­ 
lems of revolution in the colonial 
and semi-colonial countries.” Tnese 
countries 
are 
“Viet-Nam 
<Indo- 
China>, Burma, Indonesia, Malaya, 
and the Philippines,” with “India, 
Japan, and other countries,” in a 
second, less urgent category. The 
new dogma is stated explicitly: 
“The classic type of revolution in 
imperialist countries was the Oct­ 
ober revolution 
(in Russia). The 
classic type of revolution in colonial 
and serui-colonial countries Is the 
Chinese revolution.” 
Stalin will most certainly under­ 
stand what is meant by this. Mao 
is in effect saying to Stalin: “Eu­ 
rope is yours. But Asia ’- mine. 
Keep out.” 
It is reasonable to assume that 
this none too subtle declaration of

pansionist intention has shaken the 
Kremlin like nothing else since th?

The whole tone of the seven art­ 
icles indicates very clearly that Mao 
Tse-tung will welcome a really equal 
alliance with the Soviet Union, pro­ 
vided the sphere of expansion of 
each partner Is clearly marked out. 
For a time at least the Kremlin may 
accept this, as the best of a bad 
bargain. But in the Kremlin’s view, 
it can only be a very bad bargain. 


Kremlin Has Lever 
. 


The Kremlin’s propaganda has 
never for a moment acknowledged 
Mao Tse-tung’s ambitious claims. 
Mao 
is regularly 
pictured ,as 
a 
humble and grateful disciple of the 
great Stalin. Moreover, according 
to the best intelligence, the Russians 
are making a determined effort to 
infiltrate and control the Chinese 
Communist apparatus. Finally, the 
Kremlin has a very powerful lever 
to use on Mao; the Chinese Com­ 
munists cannot possibly carry on 
the Korean War, for example, with­ 
out the weapons and supplies which 
can come only from Russia. It is 
interesting that the seven articles 
were published soon after the Malik 
peace bid, which suggests that the 
Kremlin may have been using pre­ 
cisely this lever. 
At any rate, there is now no doubt 
that the seeds of conflict between 
the two great Communist powers 
have been sown. Yet if the conflict 
does break into open flame, nothing 
would be more foolish than to ex­ 
pect in China a precise repetition 
of Titoism. For one conclusion is 
implicit in all the available evidence, 
Mao Tse-tung’s China is more vio­ 
lently expansionist 
than 
Stalina 
Russia. 
The Soviet leaders have had 30 
years to digest their revolution. The 
Chinese Communists are intoxicated 
with the new wine of power. “Mao 
Tse-tung’s theory of the Chines® 
revolution” calls for “armed strug­ 
gle”—which means violent revolu­ 
tion. The armed struggle in “the 
colonial 
and 
semi-colonial 
coun­ 
tries” is to be promoted and s’.u - 
ported now, not at some time in 
the distant future. And an open 
break with the Kremlin, if it comes, 
is just as likely to increase as to 
diminish this appetite for power 
throughout Asia. 
Moreover, the Chinese Communist 
arr^ition to expand is altogether ^ 
likely violently 
to 
stimulate 
the 
Soviet impulse to expand. If a com­ 
petition for world Communist lead­ 
ership develops, Stalin must liter­ 
ally at all costs outdo Mao Tse-tung, 
in order to contain and control his 
heretical rival. Thus Mao Tse-tung 3 
challenge to the Kremlin gives the 
West no grounds whatsoever for 
complacency. But at least it is worth 
noting th at Mao Tse-tung is no 
1 
bought-and-paid-for satellite stooge, 
and that he is not likely to become 
one 
without 
a 
most determined 
struggle. For this is one of the 
central facts of our time.

A Patron Of The Arts 


The world of art lost one of its leading patrons 
and one of its storm iest figures in the automobile 
accident which killed 78-year-old Dr. Albert Coombs 
Barnes.

He barred all but a selected few from the m agnificent 
collections of art house in the private museum on his 
estate at Merion, Pa.

Mixtures of DDT and other sub­ 
stances are proving excellent rem­ 
edies in other ways. When the in­ 
secticide is combined with benzyl 
benzoate, it makes a good scabies 
treatment. 
DDT larvicides, dusts, 
and sprays also have been used 
against disease carrying ticks, fleas, 
and lice. The same can be said of 
the filth and nuisance insects such 
as flies, roaches, bedbugs, and bee­ 
tles. DDT controls many plant pests 
including the species that attack 
vegetables, fruit, shade, and forest 
trees as well as field and grain 
crop*;. Most food growers are ac­ 
quainted with the dangers associat­ 
ed with its use along this line; but 
the consumer never should take 
chances. Fresh fruit and vegetables 
must be washed thoroughly before 
they are eaten. 


DDT is insoluble in water but 
mixes moderately well in mineral 
and vegetable oils and is readily 
soluble in organic solvents such as 
kerosene. It comes in many forms 
and the concentrations employed 
vary from I to 75 per cent. Some 
manufacturer* sell DDT in oil solu­ 
tions or petroleum; others prepare 
emulsion concentrates that are di­ 
luted with water before using. Pow­ 
ders are available so that DDT can 
be applied as a dust or added to a 
wetting agent mixed with water and 
utilized later as a spray. 
Aerosol 
bombs also are popular; these are 
oil solutions that are dispersed as 
mist or smoke. DDT also has been 
incorporated into paints, polishes, 
and waxes. 


During World War II the Ger­ 
mans developed another type of 
insecticide while they were search­ 
ing for nerve gasses to be used in 
chemical warfare. 
These organic 
phosphate compounds include para­ 
thion. TEPP, and HEPT. which are 
used chiefly in controlling aphids, 
mites, and other fruit and vegetable 
pests rather than in combating in­ 
sects that attack man and animals. 
They are so potent they must be 
employed only by experts; otherwise 
fatalities will occur. Up to a year 
ago, more than 198 deaths had been 
reported, all traceable to improper 
use. 
Absorption takes place through 
the skin, eyes, and the gastrointes­ 
tinal tract. Of the three, parathion 
is the most dangerous. Symptoms 
of poisoning include giddiness, head­ 
ache, nausea, vomiting, excess sali­ 
vation, tearing of the eyes, confu­ 
sion, and weakness. In severe cases 
convulsions, marked constriction of 
the bronchi, and heart failure may 
occur. Users of these products must 
take every precaution by wearing 
protective clothing and a face mask 
while spraying, followed by thorough 
washing of the hands and face after 
finishing the job. Now that we are 
aware of the hazards of the pro­ 
ducts, the incidence of fatalities will 
decrease.

It is difficult to understand what 
pressures, intellectual or otherwise, 
the Communists can force upon 
such a person that will drive him 
to the extremities which Field is 
obviously pursuing. What urgencies 
are employed? What power do they 
exercise over him? What fears, what 
hopes do they engender? 
I do not know-. 


I was discussing this situation 
the other day with a man who 
was Field’s friend at Harvard. 
They were both on the “Crim­ 
son” and both belonged to the 
same clubs. They had been quite 
close. This man, no more than 
I, could visualize the Freddie 
Field we knew, all mixed up In 
the silliness of refusing to an­ 
swer because Communist dis­ 
cipline required him not to an­ 
swer. 


Yet. we know that Larry Duggan 
went to his death, by suicide or was 
pushed out of a window, because of 
the same discipline. And we know 
of Whittaker Chambers’s fears and 
of Alger Hiss’s curious conduct. 
The long arm of the Kremlin 
reaches far and plucks at all kinds 
and classes of persons, it’s horrible 
work to perform.

WASHINGTON—W hether or not 
President Truman wants to run for 
another term, the Democratic party 
leaders 
will 
want 
to 
consider 
whether he would be the strongest 
candidate they could 
name this 
time. It is no secret that the Re­ 
publicans would like to see Mr. 
Truman a candidate again because 
they think he would be a weak con­ 
tender. 
The question as to what the Pres­ 
ident’s real strength was in 1948 
from a party viewpoint plays a part 
in such discussions. This wreek “U. 
S. News A: World Report” published 
a statistical analysis which shows 
that Mr. Truman ran far behind 
the Democratic ticket in enough 
states last time as to indicate that 
the Democratic party was much 
stronger 
than 
the 
presidential 
nominee. 
Thus, in 18 states which account­ 
ed for 200 of Mr. Trum an’s 304 
electoral votes, the President failed 
to lead the ticket. Congressional 
candidates ran way ahead of him 
in those states. In Illinois, for ex­ 
ample, Senator Douglas, Democrat, 
carried the state by 408.000, while 
Mr. Truman carried it by only 34 - 
OOO. Democratic candidates for the 
House of Representatives had a 
majority of 178.000 in Illinois. Adlai 
Stevenson carried the state for gov­ 
ernor on the Democratic ticket by 
572*000.

Which Is Stronger 
The issue is really whether Mr. 
Truman is stronger today than he 
was in 1948 or whether the Demo­ 
cratic party will be so much strong­ 
er in 1952, that if the President is 
renominated, he can count on his 
party to pull him through. 
The public opinion polls show that 
the President is not as popular as 
he w’as in 1948 but, if his party is 
much stronger, presumably he could 
be elected. This, however, is offset 
by the fact that many people, rn 
their desire to vote against the top 
of the ticket, will vote the straight 
ticket of the opposing party and 
this is something that worries the 
candidates who will be running on 
the congressional or state tickets. 
The decision as to whether to try 
to run Mr. Truman again will be 
made by handpicked delegates to 
the Democratic National Conven­ 
tion and any president can be re­ 
nominated if he wants to bring it 
about. The recent comment, how­ 
ever. by Jacob Arvey. the Illinois 
Democratic leader, which was luke­ 
warm about a Trum an renomination 
indicates that the local leadership 
is far more concerned about Mr. 
Truman running again than is ap­ 
parent on the surface. Hence, the 
frenquent statements by Mr. Tru­ 
man’s appointees that they want 
him to n n again are not to be

Communism In Arab World 
Though it was known that an 
agent of the ex-Grand Mufti of 
Jerusalem assassinated King Ab­ 
dullah of Trans-Jordan, it is not 
generally known that the Grand 
Mufti, having been Hitler’s paid 
agent in the Near East, has now 
taken over the same job for Mos­ 
cow. 
The Mufti has turned up at var­ 
ious Pan-Islamic meetings through­ 
out the Middle East as the tool 
of Moscow and stager of revolt 
against the West. And to show that 
Moscow' is the great friend of the 
Arab world, the Mufti has been 
given the job of establishing an 
Arab university in Communist W ar­ 
saw. 
Furthermore it is now beginning 
to look as if the Grand Mufti and 
his agents were behind the agitation 
against the British in Egypt, the 
assassination of the late pro-British 
premier of Iran and the murder 
of other leaders friendly to the 
West. 
One significant aspect 
of 
the 
Mufti's operations is the way the 
Nazis and the Communists not only 
are using the same tactics, but bet 
their money on the same man. Dur­ 
ing the war. Hitler and Mussolini 
paid the Mufti nearly half a mil­ 
lion dollars. And on April 5, 1945, 
just one month before the war end­ 
ed, the Nazis signed a contract 
with him to continue stirring up 
trouble in the Near East. 
Though Hitler killed himself soon 
afterward, the Mufti is certainly 
carrying out his part of the bargain. 
Cigarets For Germans 
Careful scrutiny of the law gov­ 
erning Marshall Plan aid shows 
that It’s full of sleepers, designed 
to aid private interests in this 
country as much as the needy peo­ 
ple of Europe. 
For example, the law provides 
ECA dollars to buy tobacco for 
Germany, but stipulates that the 
tobacco must be purchased in the 
United States. This is a $45,000,000

Stalin And Mao ll 


WASHINGTON 
Chinese Communist dictator Mao 
Tse-tung has clearly warned his 
opposite number in the Kremlin that 
he considers all of Asia an ex­ 
clusive province for the expansion of 
Chinese power. This is the only rea­ 
sonable interpretation of the real 
meaning of seven articles, written 
by high Chinese Communist offic­ 
ials and published within the last 
month in China. 
These seven articles make up 45 
closely-typed pages of turgid Com­ 
munist prase. The best way to ex­ 
tract their inner meaning is to ask 
the reader to perform a difficult 
act of the imagination. 
Imagine, then, that Klement Got­ 
twald. Communist President of sat­ 
ellite Czechoslovakia, suddenly an­ 
nounces “The Gottwald theory of 
revolution,” hailing his “theory” as 
the greatest contribution to Marx­ 
ist doctrine since Lenin’s death. 
Assume further that “the Gottwald 
theory of revolution” must guide 
all future revolutionary activity in 
Western Europe, according to Gott­ 
wald, because the economic and 
social structure of Czechoslovakia is 
much more like Western Europe’s 
than is Russia's. 
This is sheer fantasy, of course. 
“The Gottwald theory of revolution” 
would never see the light of day, 
nor, for very long, would Gottwald. 
Yet tills is precisely, and without 
the 
slightest 
exaggeration, 
what 
Mao 
Tse-tung 
has 
now 
done, 
through the medium of the seven 
articles by his chief subordinates. 
Although Stalin’s name is not even 
mentioned in four of these articles, 
in the three others there are formal 
bows in his direction. But on the 
essential points, Mao makes himself 
entirely clear. 


pansionist intention has shaken the 
Kremlin like nothing else since the 
defection of Tito. But does this 
mean that Mao Tse-tung is to be­ 
come another Tito? 
The whole tone of the seven art­ 
icles indicates very clearly that Mao 
Tse-tung will welcome a really equal 
alliance with the Soviet Union, pro­ 
vided the sphere of expansion of 
each partner is clearly marked out. 
For a time at least the Kremlin may 
accept this, as the best of a bad 
bargain. But in the Kremlin’s view, 
it can only be a very bad bargain.

be the basis for solving the “prob­

(Indo­ 
china*, Burma, Indonesia. Malaya, 
and the Philippines,” with “India, 
Japan, and other countries,” in a 
second, less urgent category. The 
new dogma is stated explicitly: 
“The classic type of revolution in 
imperialist countries was the Oct­ 
ober revolution 
fin Russia*. The 
classic type of revolution in colonial 
and senji-ColoniaI countries is the 
Chinese revolution.” 
Stalin will most certainly under­ 
stand what is meant by this. Mao 
is in effect saying to Stalin: “Eu­ 
rope is yours. But Asia *- mine. 
Keep out.” 
It is reasonable to assume that 
this none too subtle declaration of 
ideological independence and ex-

The Kremlin’s propaganda has 
never for a moment acknowledged 
Mao Tse-tung’s ambitious claims. 
Mao is regularly pictured ^as a 
humble and grateful disciple of the 
great Stalin. Moreover, according 
to the best intelligence, the Russians 
are making a determined effort to 
infiltrate and control the Chinese 
Communist apparatus. Finally, the 
Kremlin has a very powerful lever 
to use on Mao; the Chinese Com­ 
munists cannot possibly carry on 
tile Korean War, for example, with­ 
out the weapons and supplies which 
can come only from Russia. It is 
interesting that the seven articles 
were published soon after the Malik 
peace bid, which suggests that the 
Kremlin may have been using pre­ 
cisely this lever. 
At any rate, there is now no doubt 
that the seeds of conflict between 
the two great Communist powers 
have been sown. Yet if the conflict 
does break into open flame, nothing 
would be more foolish than to ex* 
pect in China a precise repetition 
of Titoism. For one conclusion is 
implicit in all the available evidence. 
Mao Tse-tung’s China is more vio­ 
lently expansionist than Stalin's 
Russia. 
The Soviet leaders have had 30 
years to digest their revolution. The 
Chinese Communists are intoxicated 
with the new wine of pow’er. “Mao 
Tse-tung’s theory of the Chinese 
revolution” calls for “armed strug­ 
gle” —which means violent revolu­ 
tion. The armed struggle in “the 
colonial 
and 
semi-colonial coun­ 
tries” is to be promoted and sur - 
ported now, not at some time in 
the distant future. And an open 
break with the Kremlin, if it comes, 
is just as likely to increase as to 
diminish this appetite for power 
throughout Asia. 
Moreover, the Chinese Communist 
arqhition to expand is altogether I 
likely violently to stimulate tho 
Soviet impulse to expand. If a com­ 
petition for world Communist lead­ 
ership develops, Stalin must liter­ 
ally at all costs outdo Mao Tse-tung, 
in order to contain and control his 
heretical rival. Thus Mao TSe-tung 3 
challenge to the Kremlin gives tho 
West no grounds whatsoever for 
complacency. But at least it is worth 
noting that Mao Tse-tung is no 
bought-and-paid-for satellite stooge, 
and that he is not likely to become 
one without a 
most determined 
struggle. For this is one of the 
central facts of our time.

Each of these scrip certificates, he 
said, entitled the soldier to whom it 
was issued or his heirs and assigns 
to claim a tract of public land, 
usually 160 acres. 
The Cord group, Willis continued, 
assembled old scrip certificates call­ 
ing for more than 1.900 acres of pub­ 
lic 
land, 
then 
filed 
applications 
claiming land around oil wells in 
the Gulf of Mexico on the theory 
th at this submerged land is public 
land and subject to claims by scrip, 
holders. 
Actually, Willis said, the Cord 
group is thus seeking title to 40 oil 
wells off the coast of Louisiana, 
producing 12.000 barrels of oil daily. 
These, he said, are all the producing 
wells in the area. 
Marion Clawson, director of the 
land bureau, told a reporter C ord' 
previously had tried to apply the 
scrip against submerged lands oif 
California, but that the application 
had been denied.

Crushed Stone 
Plant Opened 


The Fry Coal and Stone Company, 
of Mercersburg, Pa., has installed a 
modern stone crushing plant at the 
Devil’s Backbone quarry of the 
Cumberland Cement and Supply 
Company on Wills Mountain near 
Corrigan ville. 
The Mercersburg firm will supply 
crushed stone to the local firm on 
a contract basis. The Cement and 
Supply Company has several con­ 
tracts to furnish rock for state and 
county road projects. 
The plant, one of the best in this 
section, can produce from 800 to 


1,000 tons each eight hours, accord­ 
ing to George K. Steiner, general 
manager of the local company. 
Leonard Fry, president of the 
Mercersburg company, has several 
plants in operation. 
One of them 
is supplying crushed stone for the 
Sideling Hill project on Route 40. 
Fry has charge of thlfe plant in 
operation at Devils Backbone and is 
employing about 15 men. His fijm 
does both the quarrying and crush­ 
ing. 
On August 15. Steiner said, stone 


will be needed for the State Roads 
Commission job from Clarysville to 
Vale Summit where the Cumber­ 
land Contracting Company is re­ 
locating the highway. 
The new plant, one of the few in 
this immediate area, toll make it 
possible for area contractors to ex­ 
pedite 
their projects. In recent 
years the necessary long hauls of 
crushed stone has posed a problem 
and at times delayed road work.

Louis’ Victory 
Proves Ex-Champ 
Definite Threat 


Joe Given Ovation 
After Brion Fight 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 2 (/P) — 
Joe Louis’ smashing 10-round vic­ 
tory over tough young Cesar Brion 
of the Argentine here last night 
convinced many boxing fans that 
he must atill be considered a de­ 
finite threat to regain the crown 
he wore for more than 11 years. 
Louis weighed 207 pounds, Brion 
196. 
The 37-year-old former king of 
the heavyweight ranks received a 
thundering ovation from more than 
12,000 fans crowded into the Cow 
Palace after he had pounded out a 
convincing decision over Argentina's 
championship contender. 
The crowd paid $66,525 to see 
the fight. An additional $10,000 was 
realized from sale of motion pic­ 
ture rights. 
Louis finished the last four rounds 
of the battle with a steady barrage 
of blows that had the 24-year-old 
Brion groggy at times and seem­ 
ingly 
ready 
to 
hit 
the 
canvas. 
Brion’s gameness in taking every­ 
thing that Joe had to offer earned 
him the plaudits of the crowd. 
The fighter from the Argentine, 
employing g crouch which obviously 
had Louis puzzled, took the play 
away from the former champ in the 
opening round. He stayed on top of 
Louis for the first half of the 
battle, scoring effectively with left 
jabs and pummeling Joe on the 
body in the close-range fighting. 
His aggressiveness had him out in 
front on points as late as the sixth 
round. 
Louis 
finally found the range 
and staggered Brion with left hooks 
to the Jaw. He had the South Am­ 
erican in a bad way in the seventh 
round. 
Brion managed to weather the 
storm, however, and he stood up 
under heavy punishment for the 
remainder of the fight. Brion suf­ 
fered cuts on the corners of both 
eyes. Several stitches were required 
to close one cut. 
After the fight Louis paid tribute 
to Brion as a “rough, willing fight­ 
er.” He expressed the opinion that 
Brion would develop into a strong 
contender for the title.

In New York City 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2 (ZP)—U. S. 
Treasury agents tonight arrested 
Irving Wexler, 62, alias Waxey Gor­ 
don, notorious bootleg era racketeer, 
as a narcotics law violator. 
The former Broadway bootlegger 
had 17 Vz ounces of heroin in his 
possession when picked up with two 
other persons at 6 8th Street and 
York Avenue, on M anhattan’s East 
Side,

where they were held pending ar­ 
rival of New York Police Commis-

One of the men arrested with 
Wexler was identified as Sammy 
Kass, described by Treasury agents 
as “another notorious character.” 
The other was said to be Ben­ 
jam in Katz, not further identified. 
The arrest was made by James 
Ryan, head of the Treasury’s nar­ 
cotics division in New York Cityj 
and his men at 8:15 p. rn. (EST). 
In Washington the Treasury said 
four automobiles also were seized. 
Wexler has a police record dating 
back to 1905. 
A graduate of a number of pri­ 
sons—Leavenworth, Sing Sing, Hol- 
mesburg (Pa.), Elmira (N. Y.) Re­ 
formatory, Lewisburg (Pa.) and the 
Tombs in New York, Wexler was 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey’s first big 
victim when Dewey was a young 
gang-buster. 
Dewey’s public career got a tre­ 
mendous boost when he won a con­ 
viction of Wexler for income tax 
evasion in 1933. Wexler got a 10- 
year sentence and was released in 
1940 after serving seven years. 
The mobster, who once 
drove 
around New York in an armored 
car with bodyguards, took a subway 
train as he left New York’s federal 
courthouse at that time. 
He popped up in San Francisco a 
year after his release from Leaven­ 
worth and was booked on a vag­ 
rancy charge with two associates. 
A police judge advised him, “the 
climate here is not good for men 
like you,” and Wexler came back 
to New York. 
In New York, Wexler was booked 
on a vagrancy charge again and! 
advised that New York police would 
arrest him on sight. But Wexler, 
a native New Yorker, w’on a court 
fight to stay in the city so long as 
he behaved himself.

Offshore Lands And Education 


The bxs: fight to tie federal aid to education to 
federal title to offshore lands will come in the Senate, 
according to Rep. Mansfield (D., Mont.). 
Mansfield 
had attempted by amendment in the House on July 
30 to have moneys paid for mineral leases on the con­ 
tinental shelf turned over to the Treasury for “urgent 
developments” essential to national defense in the 
present period of emergency and thereafter for aid to 
education. 
The Mansfield proposal was thrown out on a point 
of order. 
The House then went on to pass a bill 
which would give to the states undisputed title to sub­ 
merged lands lying between low-water mark and a 
line three miles off shore. The federal government 
would keep control of land on the continental shelf 
beyond the three-mile limit, but any individual state 
would get 37*2 per cent of moneys received for leases 
on such land lying off its seaward boundary. 
The House vote was 265 to 109, more than the 
two-thirds majority needed to override a presidential 
veto. 
President Truman in 1946 vetoed a measure 
to give the states control over off-shore lands. The 
House sustained the veto, failing to override by 17 
votes. 
Proceeds from the lease of offshore lands 
tinder the Mansfield proposal eventually wouk! have 
gone to the states as “grants-in-aid” to primary, 
secondary, and higher education. 
In the Senate 
Senator Hill (D., Ala.) has offered a similar amend­ 
ment to the offshore lands bill. 
The language of the Mansfield amendment may 
have been intentionally vague. 
Thus would have 
been avoided the controversy over money for parochial 
schools which twice has bogged down Senate-passed 
aid to education bills in the House. 
The Senate voted for federal aid, 59 to 22, In 
1948, and 58 to 15, In 1949. 
Its measures were blocked 
In the House Committee on Education and Labor as 
the result of irreconcilable differences over aid to 
parochial schools. 
Rep. Barden (D., N. C.), a bitter 
foe of aid to any except public schools, is chairman 
of that committee. 
Barden in 1949 offered a substitute for the Senate 
aid-to-education bill which would have specifically 
forbidden use of federal funds to provide transporta- 
flon or health services for either public or parochial 
schools. 
Cardinal Spellman characterized the sub­ 
stitute as discriminatory against parochial schools 
and said Its advocates were “conducting a craven 
crusade of religious prejudice.” 
Chiefly to benefit under the offshore lands bill 
as passed by the House would be Texas, California, 
and Louisiana, where submerged oil deposits are known 
to exist. 
Texas Is particularly favored, for the bill 
would extend to that state rights to land 10*/$ miles 
(three leagues) offshore. 
The special provision for 
Texas recognizes the language of the treaty by which 
Texas was admitted to the Union. 
The Supreme Court on June 5. 1950, ruled that 
the federal government had “paramount -rights to 
and full dominion and power over” lands under mar­ 
ginal seas. 
The Court did not, however, determine 
whether actual title to those lands rests with the 
states or the federal government. 
Rep. Ceiler (D., 
N. Y.), an opponent of the pending bill, has declared 
that, “The President has no choice but to veto it.” 


Probably Inevitable 
Human nature being what it is, racketeering could 
have been expected to develop in the veterans educa­ 
tion program. 
It did. 
According to the report of 
the Government Accounting Office, federal overpay­ 
ments of at least $20,000,000 were made during the 
past five years to schools and colleges participating 
in the program. 
While the GAO is charitable enough to say that 
some of the excess payments were the result of 
accounting errors, it cites enough sharp practices to 
Indicate that there was a widespread effort by in­ 
dividuals and institutions to feather nests at the gov­ 
ernment’s expense. 
Some colleges, on joining the 
program, raised tuition fees as’much as 300 per cent. 
Others were guilty of gross overcharges for books and 
equipment. 
Still others made the government pay 
for such items as “entertainment and banquets” and 
“flowers for funerals.” 
Perhaps the worst feature of the program was 
the overnight creation of schools which had no other 
purpose than to “cash in” on a market that was 
swollen by the demand of some 7,000,000 veterans for 
education of one sort or another. 
Many of these 
schools were started by men without educational 
background. 
They lacked ordinary facilities and equipment. 
They taught courses which plainly were of no prac­ 
tical value to anybody. 
In innumerable cases it was 
clear that both schools and students were around Just 
for a free ride. 
It is unfortunate that an enterprise which was 
designed to help veterans get a start in life—and 
which of course did help millions of them--should 
have been tainted with so much scandal. 
But that 
was probably enviable. 


A Patron Of The Arts 


The world of art lost one of its leading patrons 
and one of its stormiest figures in the automobile 
accident which killed 78-year-old Dr. Albert Coombs 
Barnes. 
He was irascible and unpredictable. 
He was 
acid and arrogant with those with whom he disagreed. 
He barred all but a selected few from the magnificent 
collections of art house in the private museum on his 
estate at Merlon, Pa. 
But as a connoisseur of paintings he had few peers. 
He was a generous patron of modern artists, and he 
has left behind him one of the world’s finest collec­ 
tions of modern masterpieces. 
His first claim to fame was as the discoverer of 
an antiseptic, argvrol. 
If this was a long way from 
the field of art. his discovery furnished him with the 
millions with which he indulged his taste for paintings. 
He spent perhaps $5,000,000 in amassing a col­ 
lection which includes the staggering total of 200 
Renoirs. IOO Cezannes. 75 Matisses, 35 Picassos, and 
^hundreds of other treasures of all periods beginning 
•with the Sixth Century before Christ. 
It is a tribute 
lo his discernment that this collection is valued at 
"lompwhere between $20,000 OOO and $50,000,000. 
• 
Many people found it difficult to understand why 
£>r. Barnes refused to let anyone see his fabulous 
Collection except a few intimate friends just as they 
-4found it difficult to understand his innumerable 
lends. 
But, whatever the reason, the public is the 
gainer now. 
The works of art which Dr. Barnes 
devoted much of his life ad fortune to amassing are 
now to be opened to public view. 
Future generations will owe Dr. Barnes a debt 
At gratitude.

DDT And Other 
Insecticides 


DDT still is one of our most pop­ 
ular insecticides. 
The 
housewife 
finds it just as effective for her 
purpose as does the farmer and 
fruit grower. 
The public health 
aspects of DDT are well known. 
The compound has contributed to­ 
ward the downfall of malaria laden 
mosquitoes in a large part of the 
world. A recent report from Mexico 
stated 
that 
annual spraying 
of 
houses with the product during the 
past four or five years has reduced 
the incidence of malaria by 75 to 
95 per cent in certain communities, 
Mixtures of DDT and other sub­ 
stances are proving excellent rem­ 
edies in other ways. When the in­ 
secticide is combined with benzyl 
benzoate, it makes a good scabies 
treatment. 
DDT larvicides, dusts, 
and sprays also have been used 
against disease carrying ticks, fleas, 
and lice. The same can be said of 
the filth and nuisance insects such 
as flies, roaches, bedbugs, and bee­ 
tles. DDT controls many plant pests 
including the species that attack 
vegetables, fruit, shade, and forest 
trees as well as field and grain 
crops. Most food growers are ac­ 
quainted with the dangers associat­ 
ed with its use along this line; but 
the consumer never should take 
chances. Fresh fruit and vegetables 
must be washed thoroughly before 
they are eaten. 


DDT is insoluble in water but 
mixes moderately well in mineral 
and vegetable oils and is readily 
soluble in organic solvents such as 
kerosene. It comes in many forms 
and the concentrations employed 
vary from I to 75 per cent. Some 
manufacturers sell DDT in oil solu­ 
tions or petroleum; others prepare 
emulsion concentrates that are di­ 
luted with water before using. Poun­ 
ders are available so that DDT can 
be applied as a dust or added to a 
wetting agent mixed with water and 
utilized later as a spray. 
Aerosol 
bombs also are popular; these are 
oil solutions that are dispersed as 
mist or smoke. DDT also has been 
incorporated into paints, polishes, 
and waxes. 


During World War II the Ger­ 
mans developed another type of 
insecticide while they were search­ 
ing for nerve gasses to be used in 
chemical warfare. 
These organic 
phosphate compounds include para­ 
thion, TEPP, and HEPT. which are 
used chiefly in controlling aphids, 
mites, and other fruit and vegetable 
pests rather than in combating in­ 
sects that attack man and animals. 
They are so potent they must be 
employed only by experts; otherwise 
fatalities will occur. Up to a year 
ago, more than 198 deaths had been 
reported, all traceable to improper 
use. 
Absorption takes place through 
the skin, eyes, and the gastrointes­ 
tinal tract. Of the three, parathion 
is the most dangerous. Symptoms 
of poisoning include giddiness, head­ 
ache, nausea, vomiting, excess sali­ 
vation, tearing of the eyes, confu­ 
sion, and weakness. In severe cases 
convulsions, marked constriction of 
the bronchi, and heart failure may 
occur. Users of these products must 
Uke every precaution by wearing 
protective clothing and a face mask 
while spraying, followed by thorough 
washing of the hands and face after 
finishing the job. Now that we are 
aware of the hazards of the pro­ 
ducts, the incidence of fatalities will 
decrease.

Truman Bends An Ear To 1952; Assistant Army Secretary Fishes By Helicopter; 


Grand Mufti Paid To Assassinate Arabs Friendly To West 


WASHINGTON—President

man has sent a confidential memo 
to all Cabinet officers orderng them 
to clear their out-of-town appear­ 
ances with

Chairman Bill Boyle. Some folks 
consider this a tip that HST plans 
to run again, since this is the first 
time he has sent formal political 
instructions to his Cabinet.

WASHINGTON—Whether or not 
President Truman w*ants to run for 
another term, the Democratic party 
leaders 
will 
want 
to 
consider 
whether he would be the strongest 
candidate they could name this 
time. It is no secret that the Re­ 
publicans would like to see Mr, 
Truman a. candidate again because 
they think he would be a weak con­ 
tender. 
The question as to what the Pres­ 
ident’s real strength wras in 1948 
from a party viewpoint plays a part 
in such discussions. This week “U. 
S. News & World Report” published 
e statistical analysis which shows 
that Mr. Truman ran far behind 
the Democratic ticket in enough 
states last time as to indicate that 
the Democratic party was much 
stronger 
than 
the 
presidential 
nominee, 
Thus, in 18 states which account­ 
ed for 200 of Mr. Truman’s 304 
electoral votes, the President failed 
. to lead the ticket. Congressional 
candidates ran way ahead of him 
in those states. In Illinois, for ex­ 
ample, Senator Douglas, Democrat, 
carried the state by 408.000, while 
Mr. Truman carried it by only 34.- 
000. Democratic candidates for the 
House of Representatives had a 
majority of 178.000 in Illinois. Adlai 
Stevenson carried the state for gov­ 
ernor on the Democratic ticket by 
572*000. 


Narrow Margin In Ohio 
The same 
thing 
happened 
in 
Ohio, where Mr. Truman squeezed 
through with only 7.107. while the 
Democratic governor won by 221,000 
and the Democratic congressional 
candidates had an average of 132.- 
000 more votes than the Republican 
candidates. 
In 30 states with 388 electoral 
votes, Mr. Truman lagged behind 
the congressional candidates of his 
party. In 18 states with only 143 
electoral votes, including the ten 
whose 101 electoral votes he did 
carry, Mr. Truman outran the local 
candidates. 
So, in summary, Mr. Truman may 
possibly not have carried enough 
states with sufficient electoral votes 
to make the requisite 267 except for 
the fact that he had behind him the 
strong 
candidates 
<yn 
the 
local 
tickets. Often the straight-ticket 
voters, who are anxious to assure 
the election of their local candi­ 
dates for state offices or for Con­ 
gress, will mark the entire ballot 
all one way just to make sure. The 
1948 ballotting, however, does show

Connecticut, Maryland, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Indiana, Michigan, Kansas, Neb­ 
raska, South Dakota, North Dakota, 
and Oregon. But he ran behind his 
ticket also in the following North­ 
ern states: Rhode Isalnd, Ohio, Il­ 
linois, West Virginia. Missouri, Colo­ 
rado, Utah, Montana, Arizona, and 
New Mexico. 


Which Is Stronger 
The issue is really whether Mr. 
Truman is stronger today than he 
was in 1948 or whether the Demo­ 
cratic party will be so much strong­ 
er in 1952, that if the President is 
renominated, he can count on his 
party to pull him through. 
The public opinion polls show that 
the President is not as popular as 
he was in 1948 but, if his party is 
much stronger, presumably he could 
be elected. This, however, is offset 
by the fact that many people, in 
their desire to vote against the top 
of the ticket, will vote the straight 
ticket of the opposing party and 
this is something that worries the 
candidates who will be running on 
the congressional or state tickets. 
The decision as to whether to try 
to run Mr. Truman again will be 
made by handpicked delegates to 
the Democratic National Conven­ 
tion and any president can be re­ 
nominated if he wants to bring it 
about. The recent comment, how­ 
ever, by Jacob Arvey, the Illinois 
Democratic leader, which was luke­ 
warm about a Truman renomination 
indicates that the local leadership 
is far more concerned about Mr. 
Truman running again than is ap­ 
parent on the surface. Hence, the 
frenquent statements by Mr. Tru­ 
man’s appointees that they want 
him to run again are not to be

Communism In Arab World 
Though it was known that an 
agent of the ex-Grand Mufti of 
Jerusalem assassinated King Ab­ 
dullah of Trans-Jordan, it is not 
generally known that the Grand 
Mufti, having been Hitler’s paid 
agent in the Near East, has now 
taken over the same job for Mos­ 
cow. 
The Mufti has turned up at var­ 
ious Pan-Islamic meetings through­ 
out the Middle East as the tool 
of Moscow and stager of revolt 
against the West. And to show that 
Moscow is the great friend of the 
Arab world, the Mufti has been 
given the job of establishing an 
Arab university in Communist War­ 
saw*. 
Furthermore it is now beginning 
to look as if the Grand Mufti and 
his agents were behind the agitation 
against the British in Egypt, the 
assassination of the late pro-British 
premier of Iran and the murder 
of other leaders friendly to the 
West. 
One significant aspect 
of 
the 
Mufti’s operations is the way the 
Nazis and the Communists not only 
are using the same tactics, but bet 
their money on the same man. Dur­ 
ing the war, Hitler and Mussolini 
paid the Mufti nearly half a mil­ 
lion dollars. And on April 5, 1945, 
just one month before the war end­ 
ed, the Nazis signed a contract 
w’ith him to continue stirring up 
trouble in the Near East. 
Though Hitler killed himself soon 
afterward, the Mufti is certainly 
carrying out his part of the bargain. 
Cigarets For Germans 
Careful scrutiny of the law* gov­ 
erning Marshall Plan aid shows 
that it’s full of sleepers, designed 
to aid private interests in this 
country as much as the needy peo­ 
ple of Europe. 
For example, the law provides 
ECA dollars to buy tobacco for 
Germany, but stipulates that the 
tobacco must be purchased in the 
United States. This is a $45,000,000 
windfall for U. 8. tobacco interests 


Frederick V. Field 


Frederick Vanderbilt Field has 
come into the news as a millionaire 
Don Quixote, duelling the windmills 
of the law. in grim. determined 
hopelessness. 
His 
thin, 
youthful 
figure gives him the air more of a 
Hamlet than a Don Quixote. He re­ 
jected the disciplines of his family, 
his country, his God, but goes to 
jail for accepting the discipline of 
Joe Stalin. 
It all seemed so unnecessary and 
so fruitless. Freddie used to be a 
gentle and lovable person, charming 
to a fault, gay and big-hearted. 
That tight mouth and fist clenched 
about his pipe, that fighting to be 
silent when his very nature should 
force him to speak out loud, shows 
what the disciplines of communism 
can do to a man, once he submits 
to its rigidities. 
When I first met Freddie Field, 
he was not a Communist. He was a 
mild but very confused Norman 
Thomas Socialist who had come to 
the Far East on his honeymoon and 
was full of ideas on how to save 
the world. 


In the 29th Century, he would 
probably have become a clergy­ 
man. perhaps a missionary. In 
the period of Theodore Roose­ 
velt, he might have fought the 
trusts or gone In for conserva­ 
tion. In the era of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, he became a Com­ 
munist, but with a bitterness, a 
. vindictiveness 
hardly 
under­ 
standable to those who believe 
that boys and girls of good fam ­ 
ilies could not possibly become 
Stalin’s stooges. It is too often 
boys and girls of good families 
who make bad headlines. 


Freddie’s background was not un­ 
usual for a Vanderbilt. He lived in 
a marble palace on Fifth Avenue 
and in the mignficent estate. “High- 
lawn” in Lee. Massachusetts, near 
Lenox and Stockbridge. 
Freddie went to Hotchkiss where 
he encountered the mild reformism 
that w*ent in those days as social­ 
ism. After that came Harvard where 
he made the best clubs and the 
“Crimson.” 
Frederick V a n d e r b i l t Field's 
mother was a gentle woman who 
managed the complicated affairs of 
such a household with competence 
and efficiency. I lived for some 
months of the year in the Berk- 
shires and can say that the towns­ 
people still remember Mrs. Field 
favorably. 
Tile same cannot be said about 
the father. He was a curiously gross 
person, reactionary, selfish, over­ 
powering. We once argued about

revolutions 
and 
the Communists 
and the forces at work in the world, 
I reached the conclusion that had 
he lived in Germany, he would have 
been a Nazi. 
There can be no question but that 
the really dominant factor in Fred­ 
die’s conversion to Marxism was a 
revolt against his father, who dict 
nothing 
but 
live 
on 
inherited 
wealth. This revolt turned to dis­ 
tress as his father’s life became in­ 
creasingly messy. 


His 
great 
friendship 
with 
Joseph Barnes, at college and at 
the Institute of Pacific Rela­ 
tions, ended when his first wife 
left him and married Barnes. 
To an outsider, Freddie and his 
first wife seemed to be perfectly 
mated 
and 
very 
attached 
to 
each other. Often the man with 
his fist against his own life 
turns to some rigid discipline as 
a rationalization for the causes 
of his bitterness. 


The tragedy in Field’s life is that 
he rebelled against the disciplines of 
a society he knew and understood 
and yet accepted the rigid discip­ 
lines fo international communism, 
on account of which he is now in 
jail and likely to be for some time, 
It is 
this Communist 
discipline 
which forces him to lie by silence. 
It is difficult to understand what 
pressures, intellectual or otherwise, 
the Communists can force upon 
such a person that will drive him 
to the extremities which Field is 
obviously pursuing. What urgencies 
are employed? W hat power do they 
exercise over him? What fears, w’hat 
hopes do they engender? 
I do not know. 


I w as discussing this situation 
the other day with a man who 
was Field’s friend at Harvard. 
They were both on the “Crim­ 
son” and both belonged to the 
same clubs. They had been quite 
close. This man, no more than 
I. could visualize the Freddie 
Field we knew, all mixed up In 
the silliness of refusing to an­ 
swer because Communist dis­ 
cipline required him not to an­ 
swer. 


Yet. we know that Larry Duggan 
went to his death, by suicide or was 
pushed out of a window, because of 
the same discipline. And we know 
of Whittaker Chambers’s fears and 
of Alger Hiss’s curious conduct. 
The long arm of the Kremlin 
reaches far and plucks at all kinds 
and classes of persons, it’s horrible 
work to perform.

Stalin And Mao ll 


WASHINGTON 
Chinese Communist dictator Mao 
Tse-tung has clearly warned his 
opposite number in the Kremlin that 
he considers all of Asia an ex­ 
clusive province for the expansion of 
Chinese power. This is the only rea­ 
sonable interpretation of the real 
meaning of seven articles, written 
by high Chinese Communist offic­ 
ials and published within the last 
month in China. 
These seven articles make up 45 
closely-typed pages of turgid Com­ 
munist prase. The best way to ex­ 
tract their inner meaning is to ask 
the reader to perform a difficult 
act of the imagination. 
Imagine, then, that Klement Got­ 
twald, Communist President of sat­ 
ellite Czechoslovakia, suddenly an­ 
nounces “The Gottwald theory of 
revolution.” hailing his “theory” as 
tfie greatest contribution to Marx­ 
ist doctrine since Lenin's death. 
Assume further that “the Gottwald 
theory of revolution” must guide 
all future revolutionary activity in 
Western Europe, according to Gott­ 
wald, because the economic and 
social structure of Czechoslovakia is 
much more like Western Europe’s 
than is Russia's. 
This is sheer fantasy, of course. 
“The Gottwald theory of revolution” 
would never see the light of day, 
nor, for very long, would Gottw*ald. 
Yet tiffs is precisely, and without 
the 
slightest 
exaggeration, 
what 
Mao 
Tse-tung 
has 
now 
done, 
through the medium of the seven 
articles by his chief subordinates. 
Although Stalin’s name is not even 
mentioned in four of these articles, 
in the three others there are formal 
bows in his direction. But on the 
essential points, Mao makes himself 
entirely dear. 


Classic Type Revolutions 


“Mao Tse-tung’s theory of the 
Chinese 
revolution,” an “enrich­ 
ment of Marxism-Leninism,” must 
be the basis for solving the “prob­ 
lems of revolution in the colonial 
and semi-colonial countries.” rinese 
countries 
are 
“Viet-Nam 
in d o ­ 
china), Burma, Indonesia. Malaya, 
and the Philippines.” with “India, 
Japan, and other countries,” in a 
second, less urgent category. The 
new dogma is stated explicitly: 
“The classic type of revolution in 
imperialist countries was the Oct­ 
ober revolution tin Russia). The 
classic type of revolution in colonial 
and senff-ColoniaI countries is the 
Chinese revolution.” 
Stalin will most certainly under­ 
stand what is meant by this. Mao 
is in effect saying to Stalin: "Eu­ 
rope is yours. But Asia *- mine. 
Keep out.” 
It is reasonable to assume that 
this none too subtle declaration of 
ideological independence and ex-

pansionist intention has shaken tho 
Kremlin like nothing else since th* 
defection of Tito. But does this 
mean that Mao Tse-tung is to be­ 
come another Tito? 
The whole tone of the seven art­ 
icles indicates very clearly that Mao 
Tse-tung will welcome a really equal 
alliance with the Soviet Union, pro­ 
vided the sphere of expansion of 
each partner is clearly marked out. 
For a time at least the Kremlin may 
accept this, as the best of a bad 
bargain. But in the Kremlin’s view, 
it can only be a very bad bargain. 


Kremlin Ha# Lever 
. 


The Kremlin’s propaganda has 
never for a moment acknowledged 
Mao Tse-tung’s ambitious claims. 
Mao is regularly pictured as a 
humble and grateful disciple of the 
great Stalin. Moreover, according 
to the best intelligence, the Russians 
are making a determined effort to 
infiltrate and control the Chines# 
Communist apparatus. Finally, the 
Kremlin has a very powerful lever 
to use on Mao; the Chinese Com­ 
munists cannot possibly carry on 
the Korean War, for example, with­ 
out the weapons and supplies which 
can come only from Russia. It is 
interesting that the seven articles 
were published soon after the Malik 
peace bid, which suggests that th# 
Kremlin may have been using pre­ 
cisely this lever. 
At any rate, there is now no doubt 
that the seeds of conflict between 
the two great Communist powers 
have been sown. Yet if the conflict 
does break into open flame, nothing 
would be more foolish than to ex­ 
pect in China a precise repetition 
of Titoism. For one conclusion is 
implicit in all the available evidence. 
Mao Tse-tung’s China is more vio- 
lently expansionist than Stalin‘3 
Russia. 
The Soviet leaders have had 30 
years to digest their revolution. Th# 
Chinese Communists are intoxicated 
with the new wine of powrer. “Mao 
Tse-tung’s theory of the Chines# 
revolution” calls for “armed strug­ 
gle”—which means violent revolu­ 
tion. The armed struggle in “the 
colonial 
and 
semi-coloniai coun­ 
tries” is to be promoted and sir - 
ported now, not at some time in 
the distant future. And an open 
break with the Kremlin, if it comes, 
is just as likely to increase as to 
diminish this appetite for power 
throughout Asia. 
Moreover, the Chinese Communist 
ambition to expand is altogether* 
likely violently to stimulate the 
Soviet impulse to expand. If a com­ 
petition for world Communist lead­ 
ership develops, Stalin must liter­ 
ally at all costs outdo Mao Tse-tung, 
in order to contain and control his 
heretical rival. Thus Mao Tse-tung 3 
challenge to the Kremlin gives th# 
West no grounds whatsoever for 
complacency. But at least it is worth 
noting that Mao Tse-tung is no 
bought-and-paid-for satellite stooge, 
and that he is not likely to become 
one without a 
most determined 
struggle. For this is one of the 
central facts of our time.

who,

Chapman to deny the land applica­ 
tions of the group. Willis said it is' 
headed by E. L. Cord, former auto­ 
mobile manufacturer. 
The land scrip involved, Willis 
* 
told a reporter, was issued by Con­ 
gress after some of the Indian wars,) 
the W ar of 1812 and the Civil War. 
Each of the.se scrip certificates, he 
said, entitled the soldier to whom it 
was issued or his heirs and assigns 
to claim a tract of public land, 
usually 160 acres. 
The Cord group, Willis continued, 
assembled old scrip certificates call­ 
ing for more than 1.900 acres of pub­ 
lic 
land, 
then 
filed 
applications 
claiming land around oil wells in 
the Gulf of Mexico on the theory 
that this submerged land is public 
land and subject to claims by scrip 
holders. 
Actually, Willis said, the Cord 
group is thus seeking title to 40 oil 
wrells off the coast of Louisiana, 
producing 12,000 barrels of oil daily. | 
These, he said, are all the producing 
wells in the area. 
Marion Clawson, director of the 
land bureau, told a reporter Cord 
previously had tried to apply the 
scrip against submerged lands off 
California, but that the application 
had been denied. 


Poles Mutiny, 
Sail To Sweden 


Mason Termed 


‘Complete Fraud’ 


YSTAD , Sweden, Aug. 2 (A5) — 


Sixteen mutineers locked up their 


officers at pistol point aboard a 


Polish minesweeper today and took 


the ship to this South Swedish port. 
Twelve of the 16. with the per­ 
mission 
of Swedish 
police, 
went 
ashore to plead with higher Swedish 
authorities for asylum. The four 
others sailed back tonight across the 
Baltic to face whatever fate might 
await them in Poland. Home port 
of the vessel, the Hedregfariczon, j 
was given as Kolberg, in Polish 
Pomerania, only IOO miles south of 
I Ystad. 
A Swedish police official said the 
minesweeper's officers had insisted 
on taking the vessel back to Poland 
immediately. 


"They are afraid of the conse­ 
quences," he said. 
This was the first mutiny aboard 
a Communist man-o’-war in the 
Baltic since the Russian revolution. 
The mutineers told the police they 
had locked up their officers in the 
wardroom before .setting their course 
toward the nearest point on the 
Swedish coast.

As

Minister 
Jules Moch put it: “The country 
m ust understand its rearmam ent 
program and what it m eans" 
J So he put on the biggest military 
p arad e ever to m arch past President 
Vincent Auriol on July 14 (Bastille 
Day) and followed it up with an 
“Army Week," during which citizens 
were encouraged to climb around j 
on tanks, peer down the barrels of 
Guns and ask all the questions theyj 
pleased. 
Most French military leaders have J 
been frankly concerned th at the 
arm y enjoyed so little public esteem 
since its shattering defeat by Hit­ 
ler’s armies in 1940. 
Low budgets. Communist peace 
propaganda and the unpopular war 
In Indochina have kept the army 
In the background ever since. When 
France was called on for a major 
contribution to the Atlantic pact in 
Europe, the fear of giving the com ­ 
m unists election ammunition caused 
politicians to soft pedal the French 
effort. 
Now, with the elections over, the j 
brakes are off. 
A large scale effort 
to fill the officer and NCO cadres 
Is under way. 
The army is being 
pictured as a career of which any I 
Frenchm an may be proud. 
Main feature of “Army Week” 
was a big tented exhibition on the 
Wide parade ground of the Invalides, 
which houses the army museum and 
Napoleon’s tomb. 
The exhibition was free to all. 
A special effort was made to attract 
youths of 15 to 18. 
There were 
Information bureaus where the boys 
could chat with students from the 
Polytechnique or St. Cyr military 
schools or with bemedalled veterans 
of the Foreign Legion. 
All day long and under flood­ 
lights far into the night, military 
bands blared m arital music as thou­ 
sands poured through the exhibition. 
A Sherman tank was shown with 
one armored side cut away to show 
the works, field kitchens and hos­ 
pitals, heavy construction 
equip­ 
ment. 
Some of the exhibits bore 
trusting

notices:, 
“Don’t 
photograph.” 
“T hat makes them think they 
are seeing something really new,", 
a young soldier remarked with a 
grin. 
Since a Frenchm an is always in­ 
terested in food, a field bakery 
passed out free samples of army 
bread. 
Five-in-one rations were 
on display, closely 
modelled 
on 
American army rations of the last 
war but adapted to French tastes. 
Each one-man ration had its packet 
f Caporal cigarets, a box of matches 
and some chewing gum—new fea­ 
tures for the French.

One feature which caused some 
head shaking among veterans of 
1914-18 was the concentrated red 
wine in cans or individual nylon 
packets.

Spur Of Moment 
Party For Pigtail Crowd 


Youngsters like to go to parties 
— and they love to give them! An 
elaborate affair for a special occa­ 
sion is fine, when there's a special 
occasion handy. But when there 
isn’t which is usually, it’s Ihe spur- 
of-the-moment, just-for-fun parties 
that liven up long summer days.

Cereal Ice Cream Sandwich

Put 
squares together with ice cream be­ 
tween. Serve at once.

13 inch pan). 


Buttercrisp Ice Cream 
2 cups popped rice cereal 
3 tablespoons brown sugar 
bi cup chopped nutmeats 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
I quart vanilla ice cream 
Crush'popped rice cereal into fine 
crumbs; mix with brown sugar and 
nutmeats. Melt 
butter in heavy 
frying pan; 
add cereal mixture. 
Cook, stirring constantly until sugar 


melts and caramelizes slightly. Cool 
and crumble. Allow ice cream to 
soften slightly. Stir in crumbled 
cereal mixture and pack in refriger­ 
ator trays or in paper cups. Place in 
freezing compartment of refrigera­ 
tor to harden. 
Yield: 8 servings (1*4 cups butter 
crisp mixture*. 


Here are suggestions about adding 
shortening to your muffin batter. 
The usual practice is to add melted 
shortening to milk and egg. taking 
care that these liquid ingredients 
are at room temperature so that 
they will not solidify the shorten­ 
ing. Some cooks prefer to use oil 
instead of melted shortening. Oth­ 
ers find it more convenient to cut 
the small amount of solid fat into 
the dry ingredients as in making 
I biscuits. Whether melted shorten­ 
ing, oil, or solid shortening is used 
in making plain muffins, the results 
are equally good.
